In 2015, the project Thirty-Eighth Street THRIVE began planning for the creation of a
38 Street Cultural District to continue the legacy and heritage of a deeply rooted
African American community in the area. The intersection of 38" and Chicago
became a sacred space for racial healing after George Floyd was killed by a
Minneapolis police officer at the intersection on May 25, 2020. Chicago Avenue was
commemoratively named “George Perry Floyd, Jr. Place” from 37t to 39% Street and
the intersection is commonly referred to as “George Floyd Square” by residents of
Minneapolis and people around the world. George Floyd Square is currently a living
memorial filled with public art, memorials, gardens, flowers, and community
members.
